Assemblyman 
speaks against 
eminent domain

Speaking before fellow state 
legislators at a hearing on emi- 
nent domain last Friday, assem- 
blyman Roger Green challenged 
the legality of exercising eminent 
domain in his Prospect Heights 
district, where up to 11 acres 
could be condemned to accomo- 
date Forest City Ratner’s Atlantic 
Yards project. 


“For the record, that neighbor- 
hood is not blighted, said Green. 
“I repeat, for the record, that 
neighborhood is not blighted.” 

“Under the definition of blight, 
as related to poverty or environ- 
mental degradation, this definition 
is not related to Prospect Heights,” 
Green told The Brooklyn Papers 
afterwards. 

Opponents said the statement 
by Green — who has been a vocal 
supporter of Forest City Ratner’s 
proposed 21 -acre mega-develop- 
ment — was a blow to Ratner’s 
case for eminent domain. 

“He shot down their argument,” 
said Patti Hagen, a Prospect Heights 
homeowner and a leader of the op- 
position, who attended the hearing. 


Councilwoman Letitia James, in 
whose district the Atlantic Yards 
lies, said Green’s words, bolstered 
by state legislation, could affect 
plans for the housing and office de- 
velopment that would also include 
a professional basketball arena. 

“The admission of [Green] that 
the area is not blighted is wonder- 
ful,” said James. “If we can expe- 
dite the legislative process and a 
bill is passed in January or Febru- 
ary, then it can affect the project.” 
Speaking to The Papers by 
phone, Green reitierated his posi- 
tion, while also stating there was 
some blight in the area. 

“I wanted to get it on the record 
that it is pretty clear that there are

Toxic threat in 
Carroll Gardens 


Gas plant's 
pollutants may 
be spreading 
to Smith St.

A former natural gas plant in 
Carroll Gardens is polluting 
groundwater winding its way 
beneath the neighborhood with 
toxic chemicals — and experts 
don’t know where it’s going or 
how much of a threat it is.

Originated in the marshy ground 
surrounding the former Citizens Gas 
Works (Public Place) site, a former 
gas manufacturing plant on Fifth 
Street at Hoyt Street along the Go- 
wanus Canal, the polluted ground- 
water contains poisonous coal tar 
and other dense runoff associated 
with industrial manufacturing. 

The pollutants have also been 
found in the canal itself. 

This week, researchers working 
for Keyspan Energy — whose pred- 
ecessor Brooklyn Union Gas pro- 
cessed and manufactured natural 
gas at the site for about one-hundred 
years, and which is responsible for 
cleaning up the area — began dig- 
ging up soil along the edge of the 
1 1 .5-acre site in hopes of finding out 
exactly where the sludge is headed. 

Brooklyn Union discontinued 
operations at the site in the 1960s. 
In 1975, the city took ownership of 
about half of the entire oddly 
shaped parcel, bounded by Fourth 
Street, Hoyt Street, Fifth Street, 
Smith Street, Huntington Place and 
the canal. 

“They know [it] is traveling in 
the Smith Street direction,” said 
Keyspan spokeswoman Diana. 

Found at depths between 10- and 
150-feet below street level, the con- 
taminants run in the groundwater in 
movements known as plumes, ac- 
cording to Keyspan.

MERCURY 
FOUND 
IN TOWER 

Toothy stuff for Magic 
and condo developers

City inspectors have found dangerous levels of mercury vapor in the 
Williamsburgh Savings Bank tower, the landmark building at 1 Hanson 
Place which is being converted into luxury condominium apartments by 
Earvin “Magic” Johnson’s development company. 

The building, across the street from the Long Island Rail Road terminal and 
near the proposed Atlantic Yards mega-development site, is the tallest in Brook- 

The Department of Health (DOH) sampled the air inside of the building on 
June 15, one month before Johnson’s company, Canyon- Johnson Urban Fund, 
was preparing to demolish the building’s interior to make way for condos. 

In a former dental office on the eighth floor of the 34-story building, the air 
sampler recorded 2,300-2,400 nanograms of mercury vapor per cubic meter — 
more than double the level that would mandate a government-supervised clean- 
up in a residential unit. 

Before Johnson’s company teamed with developer Dermot Co., to buy the 
tower, many dentists offices were located there. In years past, mercury was a 
common ingredient in dental fillings. 

In one-third of the locations tested by the DOH, dental tenants begat mercu- 
ry vapor levels that were well above the governmental safety regulations for 
residences: 200-300 nanograms per cubic meter. 

“Every time someone made a filling, he would take a mortar and pestle and 
mix up a little bit of mercury,” said Arnold P. Wendroff, the Brooklyn resident 
who, in April, requested the Department of Environmental Protection inspect

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Students 
rip hotel 
curfew 

New rules at St. George

Pace University students who dorm at the once-swank 
Hotel St. George may be old enough to live by themselves 
in New York City — but they’re not beyond a guest curfew. 

Under a policy instituted Oct. 5 at the residence on Henry 
Street between Pineapple and Clark Streets in Brooklyn Heights, 
all non-residents must be out the door by midnight during the 
week — 2 am on weekends — unless the hotel is provided with 
24 hours advance notice. 

The new mles would put an unceremonious end to last- 
minute sleepovers for the 1,200 college students who rent rooms 
there by the semester. 

The old building policy required 48-hours notice for 
overnight guests, but left more room for exceptions for on-the- 
spot passes. 

“The new policy is more regressive then the old one,” said 
Benjamin Stewart, a sophomore sociology and anthropology 
student speaking to The Brooklyn Papers from the desk of his 
part-time job at Pace’s office of student life. 

“You can’t just say, ‘want to come back to my dorm and 
spend the night’,” said Kristen Edwards, a junior at the universi- 
ty who reported on the discontent over the restrictions on guests 
for the Pace Press. “That’s actually why they made the policy. 
People were complaining about their roommates having guests.” 

Will the new policy stop spontaneous late-night trysts, or will 
students simply sneak past security? 

“I am sure it happens,” said Edwards, “but no one is going 
tell me because they don’t want it published.” 

“Who wants to get punished by the school and lose their 
guest pass privileges?” 

In its heyday, no one worried about such passes — only the 

Rising across a full city block between Hicks and Henry 
streets, the St. George was built as nine separate buildings in the 
1920s and stood as the city’s grandest hotel for decades. But by 
the 1950s, the hotel’s luster had dimmed. Soon, vagrants were 
renting rooms. In 1995, a 16-alarm fire crackled through its art 
deco towers and completely destroyed one building. 

In 1997, Educational Housing Services, a private company 
that provides urban housing to students, took over the lease on 
the Weller budding. 

While another St. George building now houses co-op apart- 
ments and a private health club, the complex’s Italian tiled, salt- 
water pool is long gone, as is its famous ballroom. 

“It’s sad in a way,” said Judy Stanton, executive director of 
the Brooklyn Heights Association, “Way back when, even peo- 
ple from Manhattan came over for the bads.” 

“It’d never reach that level again,” said John Manbeck, for- 
mer Brooklyn Borough historian, “It was the place to go, the 
epitome of Brooklyn high society in its time.” 


Army links 
boro Arab 
to terror

An Arabic translator for the Army may have secretly 
helped Iraqi insurgents by taking classified documents home 
from Iraq to Brooklyn, where he made a series of calls to 
numbers linked to the insurgency, a federal prosecutor said. 

The man was charged last month with falsifying his identity 
over many years, beginning when he entered the United States 
seeking political asylum sometime between 1978 and 1989. His 
adeged ties to the insurgency were revealed for the first time at a 
bad hearing Monday in federal court on Cadman Plaza East. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney John Buretta on Monday said authori- 
ties had yet to determine the tme identity of the defendant, who 
was ordered held without bail on three counts of making false 
statements to federal authorities. 

“We don’t know who the defendant is,” Buretta said. 

Buretta said the defendant posed a threat to American forces 
and prosecutors would likely seek the maximum sentence of 20 
years in prison. 

“His release likely would directly endanger U.S. soldiers in 
Iraq,” Buretta said. 

Investigators said the suspect had extensive ties to people 
linked to the Iraqi insurgency, according to the complaint and law 
enforcement officials. His cell phone address book contained two 
coded entries with the numbers of known insurgents, Buretta said. 

When he returned to the United States this year, he had more 
than 100 conversations with people directly involved with the in- 
surgency, Buretta said, including some whose numbers were 
found at suspected safehouses for Jordanian extremist Abu 
Musab al-Zarqawi, the leader of al-Qaida in Iraq. 

Investigators also discovered the suspect had improperly taken 
to his Brooklyn apartment classified documents about combating 
the insurgency. One of the documents contained the heading 
“current threat,” said Buretta. 

Buretta said the man had received money from Sunni sheiks 
in Iraq, whose tribes supported the insurgency. 

The suspect’s attorney said in court Monday that any contacts 
her client may have had with insurgents would have been unin- 
tentional. “He has not knowingly assisted anyone who would in- 
tend to harm the United States,” she said.

Bay Ridge Councilman Vincent Gentile 
was reelected Tuesday, besting Republi- 
can challenger Pat Russo by 10 percent- 
age points. 

"We had been waiting for that call a long 
time," said Gentile of Russo's concession 
phone call. "Hearing his voice on the 
phone was the icing on the cake." 

It was the second race between the two 
Bay Ridge natives and was the borough's 
only seriously contested council race. 

Gentile captured 1 4,361 votes (55 per- 
cent) to Russo's 1 1 ,745 (45 percent), ac- 
cording to unofficial tallies.

"I was concerned," said Assemblywoman

"People came in from Downtown to 
help and, of course, voters here know 
what's best for their communities," she 
added. 

Before Tuesday, talk of the race had 
featured mentions of Republican Mayor 
Bloomberg and the impact of his popu- 
larity on Bay Ridge voters, a group 
known to swing between party lines.

Q: How do I gently edu- 
cate my children’s grand- 
parents about new trends in 
childcare?

A: Like babies, rules change. 

Before you know it, baby 
will be pulling up, cmising 
along furniture, climbing into 
bathroom cabinets. She needs 
love and snuggles in a safe 
home, not squabbles about out- 
let covers and breast-feeding. 

Young parents struggling to 
find their way are often bom- 
barded with unsolicited opin- 
ions from strangers as well as 
relatives and friends. To cope 
with “back-in-my-day” com- 
ments, employ the expertise of 
other grandparents. 

One grandfather is Arthur 
Komhaber, MD, head of a 
grandparenting foundation he 
started 25 years ago. He is au- 
thor of “The Grandparent Solu- 
tion” (John Wiley & Sons, 
2004). Among the subjects in 
his book, geared for parents and 
grandparents, is the importance 
of “drawing the line between 
love and intrusiveness,” and find- 
ing the appropriate level of in- 
volvement for grandparents.

Or highlight parts of books 
by two other grandfathers, 
long-trusted pediatric experts

Back sleeping is not up for 
debate, nor is it a new trend. A 
national “Back to Sleep” cam- 
paign has been running for 
more than 10 years.

Since the campaign started, 
several studies have concluded 
that back sleeping reduces the 
risk of Sudden Infant Death 
Syndrome (SIDS) — other- 
wise unexplainable deaths of 
children under age 1. 

To get infants accustomed 
to sleeping on their backs, 
start right away and don’t give 
up, says pediatrician Brazel- 
ton. He is co-author of a trio 
of small paperbacks to support 
parents: “Sleep,” “Calming 
Your Fussy Baby” and “Disci- 
pline” — all the “Brazelton 
Way” (Perseus, 2003). As you 
get to know your baby’s tem- 
perament and what calms her, 
the easier it will be to help her 
learn to sleep totally on her 
back without protesting. 

Offer a pacifier as a poten- 
tial way to reduce the risk of 
SIDS, suggest medical re- 
searchers in a new article in 
“Pediatrics” magazine. 

Pacifier use should be for 
infants up to age 1, which in- 
cludes the peak ages for SIDS 
risk. The one- to 5-month-old 
range also is when an infant’s 
need for sucking is highest, 
the “Pediatrics” article says. 

A recommendation that 
goes hand-in-hand with “back 
to sleep” is “tummy time.” 
Under supervision, your baby 
needs to play on her stomach 
on the floor to strengthen her 
upper-body muscles. Looking

Buzz on ‘Bee Season’ 

Film adaptation of bestseller stars Gere, Binoche

B ee Season” is a beautifully filmed, 
well-acted, contemporary family 
drama, which, while not always 
completely faithful, strives to maintain the 
spirit of the best-selling novel of the same 
name, penned by Kensington author Myla 
Goldberg. 

Set in a sunny California suburb, “Bee 
Season” focuses on how a seemingly ideal 
family implodes just as its youngest mem- 
ber (newcomer Flora Cross) achieves 
great success in the competitive world of 
spelling bees. 

In the film, Richard Gere (“Chicago,”

W hen Myla Goldberg, the author of 
“Bee Season,” began writing her sec- 
ond novel, set in Boston during World 
War I, she steeped herself in the history of 
the city, its streets and its people. 

“This book was a five-year project — it 
was five years of writing and research,” says 
Goldberg. The result is “Wickett’s Remedy,” 
recently published by Doubleday. 

The 33-year-old Goldberg thought of her- 
self as “literary location scout” in Boston, 
where she found old newspapers and maga- 
zines at the city’s libraries to help her better 
understand how people of the past interacted 
with each other. She also turned to old pic- 
tures of Boston collected by the Library of 
Congress in Washington, D.C. 

“I papered the walls of my study with pic- 
tures of the period of Boston as I was writ- 
ing,” she says, adding that these helped with 
details such as architecture and street scenes 
that bring her novel to life. 

Goldberg, who lives in Kensington, was 
talking about her new book over a beer at a 
local bar. Music pumps loudly as the bespec- 
tacled brunette tells of seeking out early 
20th-century fashion details at New York’s 
Fashion Institute of Technology. She also 
limited her reading of fiction for two or three 
years to literature published before 1945, al- 
lowing her to rediscover Willa Cather, Sher- 
wood Anderson and Edith Wharton. 

“I didn’t read anything modem at all so I 
could absorb how sentences worked, the 
grammar of the time period. Sentences were 
very ornate at the time,” she says. “In many 
ways, people are people are people. We have 
the same instincts, fears and questions — the 
way we prioritize them, the way we structure 
those thoughts does change over time.” 
“Wickett’s Remedy” tracks the life of an 
Irish woman named Lydia Kilkenny — Lid- 


payments in capsules to a 
cashier’s office. Liddie 
wonders if the cashier 
“scrubbed the scent 
from her fingers each 
night, or if her dreams 
wafted with visions of 
wealth.” 

Liddie’s husband quits medical 
school to start his own business — writing let- 
ters of encouragement to the elderly and sick 
to be packaged with the couple’s benign tonic. 
This Wickett’s remedy yields little money, and 
the two briefly attempt to get into the soda pop 
business before an influenza outbreak sneaks 
into Boston’s streets. 

Goldberg was not aware of the horrors of 
the 1918 influenza epidemic until she read an 
article listing the five worst epidemics of all 
time. The Spanish flu of 1918 was a world- 
wide contagion that, in a few months, killed 
an estimated 20 million to 50 million world- 
wide, including roughly 550,000 in the Unit- 
ed States. 

“It was that ignorance on my part that first 
got me into the research,” she says. “Everyone 
had pretty much forgotten it. Memories could 
be so faulty, both individual and collective.” 

The theme of faulty memories regularly ap- 
pears in “Wickett’s Remedy.” Besides the main 
narrative, the novel has footnotes from different 
voices in Liddie’s life that correct minor details 
in the narrative. It is an idea inspired by 
Vladimir Nabokov’s “Pale Fire,” a book Gold- 
berg read in college and remembers fondly. 
Some of the voices in Goldberg’s footnotes are 
ghosts who poke fun at how Liddie remembers 
or perceives them and their intentions. 

“I think of them of as margin notes,” the 
author says. “They are correcting things. They 
are amending things. They are not agreeing 
with things. 

“Having little voices correcting things 
along the way was a really great way to have 
the reader firsthand experience the unreliabili- 
ty of memory. You can’t trust a story, and you 


can’t trust your own thoughts.” 

Goldberg always wanted to be a writer. A 
New Yorker for 1 1 years, she grew up in sub- 
urban Maryland and studied at Oberlin Col- 
lege in Ohio. An English literature major, she 
worked as an assistant to a literary agent and a 
freelance reader for TV movies which had her 
reading books to see which would be ideal for 
adaptation. She also taught English in Prague, 
Czech Republic, to former communist eco- 
nomic ministers and psychotherapists. 

“When other little kids were playing house 
or school I was sitting in front of an electronic 
typewriter pretending to write a novel,” says 
Goldberg, whose childhood stories often in- 
cluded elements of horror. One story had 
Edgar Allan Poe rising from the dead. 

Her first novel will be released as a film 
starring Richard Gere on Nov. 18. [See the re- 
view on this page.] 

“Bee Season,” published in 2000, is a 
coming-of-age story focused on an elemen- 
tary school student named Eliza who finds 
her life changed when she wins a series of 
spelling bees. The book sold 80,000 copies in 
its hardcover format, eclipsing the typical un- 
der 10,000 copies sales expected for a first 
novel. Its paperback sales are close to half a 
million. 

“She writes beautifully and incisively about 
human emotions,” Bill Thomas, editor in chief 
of Doubleday, said of Goldberg’s fiction. 
“What attracted us to Myla’s first novel was the 
originality of her voice. She managed to deal 
with a fairly conventional subject and come at 
it in a way that was fresh and original.” 

Thomas, who edited “Wickett’s Remedy,” 
believes both of Goldberg’s novels draw in 
readers because they end up rooting for people 
society often ignores completely. 

“‘Wickett’s Remedy’ is a very different 
kind of novel. It is a more ambitious novel. 
But at the heart of it once again [is] a female 
protagonist who must fight against the way in 
which society kind of marginalizes younger 
women who do not have money or power.”

die to her friends and family — who grows 
up on South Boston’s D street but moves be- 
yond her immediate surroundings when she 
marries a medical student, Henry Wickett. 

Liddie witnesses the beginnings of the first 
world war; there is the shock of 
the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania. Goldberg weaves 
in talk of mustard gas 
and trench warfare, as 
well as patriotic songs and 
marches through Boston 
streets as dough boys pre- 
pare for the front. 

Meanwhile, Liddie’s 
marriage and job as a sales- 
woman on Boston’s Wash- 
ington Street offer wonders 
for the curious young woman, 
although her family and 
friends cannot understand why 
the “Southie” wants to leave 
her close-knit community. 

“The buildings — with their 
marble facades and grand en- 
tranceways and their seemingly 
endless layers of arched windows — resembled 
fancy wedding cakes. On Washington Street 
there was not a clothesline in sight, not a single 
vegetable or fish man,” Goldberg writes. 

But Liddie revels in her new surroundings 
at the department store: polished marble floors 
and crystal lamps that hang from an emerald 
rotunda; the pneumatic tubes that move cash

Miles of tiles 

The Brooklyn Philharmonic kicks off its fourth sea- 
son of “Music Off the Walls” on Nov. 13 with its 
“Jewish Mosaic” program. Sunday’s concert will ex- 
plore — through music — the themes and ideas pre- 
sented in the current Brooklyn Museum exhibition, 
“Tree of Paradise: Jewish Mosaics from the Roman 
Empire.” 

The chamber music 
line-up, which traces the 
path of ancient cantorial 
singing into music new 
and old, includes works 
by Gabriela Lena Frank, 
Maurice Ravel, Yehudi 
Wyner, George Perle and 
Paul Ben-Haim. 

Cellist David Cal- 
houn (pictured) will be 
among the musicians 
performing works by this 
very international coterie of composers. 

The exhibition, ‘Tree of Paradise,” which is on dis- 
play in the first floor Robert E. Blum gallery through 
June 4, includes 21 Roman period mosaics as well as 
38 related artifacts such as textiles, marble statues, gold 
jewelry and bronze ritual objects. 

“Tree of Paradise,” which was organized by Ed- 
ward Bleiberg, associate curator in the museum’s de- 
partment of Egyptian, Classical, and Ancient Middle 
Eastern Art, includes mosaic panels that were part of 
the sanctuary floor of the synagogue in Hammam 
Lif, Tunisia, which were accidentally discovered on 
Feb. 17, 1883. On that day, according to the muse- 
um, French army captain Ernest de Prudhomme or- 
dered his soldiers to prepare his backyard for a gar- 
den where they simultaneously discovered the 
mosaics and, in the process, ushered in the birth of 
synagogue archaeology. 

The Brooklyn Philharmonic’s remaining “Music 
Off the Wall” concert dates explore Edward Burtyn- 
sky’s photographs of landscapes (Jan. 15), William 
Wegman’s photographs of dogs (March 19) and the art 
of Aminah Brenda Lynn Robinson (April 23).

Carroll Gardens author helps fellow men 
woo the ladies with blender-made recipes

I f there are two things America knows 
about its men, it’s that they can’t 
cook and they love power tools. 
Brooklyn men are no exception, and 
this is why Chris Peterson, a writer in 
Carroll Gardens, recently tested over 
125 recipes on a 15-year-old blender in 
his apartment’s kitchen to write “A 
Man’s Whirled: Every Guy’s Guide to 
Cooking with a Blender,” released last 
month by Simon & Schuster. 

The cookbook — Peterson’s first — 
offers time-saving, dude-satisfying, 
lady-pleasing blender recipes for men 
just a hair on the wrong side of datable, 
divided into easy categories like “game 
day grub” and “date food.” 

Peterson, 44, pads palatable two- 
and three-step recipes with bantering 
advice about everything from how to 
keep pantry items smelling the way 
they should (“If you were the coach of 
the Knicks, would you play four quar- 
ters with the same five guys?”); to how 



n average motor skills, make a man 
more datable? GO Brooklyn sat down 
with Peterson to explore that, the 
chemistry of food and how one goes 
about making an effortless meal look 
and taste really, really impressive. 

Fancy feast 

“Creme brulee is a pain in the ass, 
s easy in the blender,” 
vhile sitting in the Y 
o-bedroom apartn 
with his 15-year-old son, Sam. Peter- 
son, who has always enjoyed cooking, 
began experimenting with the blender 
to ease his hectic lifestyle and to im- 
press dates with “killer” desserts. 

“It turned out to be a super-quick 
way to prep food and make entire 
meals, and it was sort of a watershed to 
me,” said Peterson while serving a 
breakfast of delicious and light “Arm- 
chair QB Quiche,” containing shallots, 
cheddar and bacon, alongside a heap of 
his fresh “Marvelous Very Blueberry 
Muffins.” 

In the book, Peterson defends such 



“My mother — God bless her — 
made a dry meatloaf you could kill 
somebody with,” he said, while ex- 
plaining that a good meatloaf is good 
“on a soul level.”

Some of Peterson’s other favorite 
blender recipes are his soups, such as 
“Red Velvet Roasted Pepper Soup” 
and “Home Team Chili,” a basic chili 
recipe to which the author adds various 
suggestions for easy embellishing and 
personalizing. 

“Chili is a little like sex,” the 
recipe’s annotation reads. “The basic 
idea is simple, but the trick is to devel- 
op your own memorable rendition.” 

Cooking with the blender may re- 
quire minimal effort, but testing 145 
recipes in an approximately 5 -foot by 
7-foot kitchen with a 300-watt Oster 
blender as old as Peterson’s son (“Hey 
— it still works great,” he insists) was 
a trying ordeal. Having received a 
moderate advance from his publishers, 
Peterson said he spent between six and 
seven months and about $2,000 polish- 
ing his recipes for the book, and the 
author learned some tough lessons 
along the way. 

“I had expected to be able to test 
five to seven recipes a day, which is re- 
ally, really stupid,” Peterson said. In re- 
ality, nailing down three to four recipes 
represented a good day. 

Peterson also learned that certain 
foods can be finicky when dumped

Comfort food 
all day long 


You can count on one hand the number of 
inexpensive little diners — once called lunch- 
eonettes, then coffee shops — left in Brook- 
lyn neighborhoods. 

In Windsor Terrace, there isn’t a single 
place near Fort Hamilton Parkway that fits 
that description. 

The Regan family — Joe, his sister Margaret 
and brother Bill — are 30-year residents of 
Windsor Terrace who longed for a comfortable, 
old-fashioned place where local families could 
sit down to a good, inexpensive meal. In June, 
Margaret and Joe opened Windsor House Cafe, 
and the 22-seat eatery has been receiving “great 
word of mouth,” says Joe. 

Pull a chair up to a Formica table, and Joe 
will scramble some eggs for you — not too 
dry with unbeatable, crusty-topped home 
fries. And he pours a good, strong cup of cof- 

Want a burger? Eileen, Joe’s other sister, 
will serve you one made from beef that Joe 
purchases at the United Meat Market — a ter- 
rific butcher in the neighborhood — that will 
only cost you $4. (A bacon and chedder burger 


is pictured at left.) 

For dinner, Joe, who also owns Windsor 
Catering, serves specials that really are spe- 
cial. There’s a pan-seared fish of the day; a 
roasted pork loin or a roasted chicken with 
red skinned mashed potatoes and fresh 
spinach sauteed with garlic. 

Many of the desserts, like a toasted pound- 
cake topped with ice cream, are housemade. 

The Regans don’t have a liquor license, but 
diners are encouraged to bring their own bottles. 

“We have nice crystal goblets for wine, 
and we don’t charge a corkage fee,” says Joe. 
“But we do ask that patrons be nice to the 
waitresses.” 

Windsor House Cafe (3019 Fort Hamil- 
ton Parkway between East Second and 
East Third streets) accepts American Ex- 
press, Diners Club, Discover, MasterCard 
and Visa.

“Pretty Woman”) plays Saul Naumann, 
a religious studies professor fascinated 
by the teachings of the Kabbalah, a 
branch of Jewish mysticism.

maker Anthony Minghella, in his first 
major film role. 

Although Saul speaks often about 
the power of words, it soon becomes 
clear that he should use them to com- 
municate more with his wife and son. 
If he did so earlier in the film, he might 
have noticed everyone in the family 
was looking for some sort of enlighten- 


ment and they might have been able to 
help each other. 

While Saul is off training Eliza for 
her competitions, Miriam, missing his 
attention and haunted by the tragic 
deaths of her parents, starts behaving 
in bizarre ways. Binoche offers anoth- 
er great performance here, but more 
time is needed to explore her complex 
problems and personality. 

Aaron, meanwhile, opts to rebel 
against his father and his spiritual be- 
liefs by exploring the Hare Krishna re- 
ligion after meeting one of its prettier 
members, played by “Beyond the Sea” 
star Kate Bosworth. 

Watching her family disintegrate as 
she succeeds, Eliza realizes it is up to 
her to bring them back together again. 
Her desire to make what is shattered 
whole again makes for compelling dra- 
ma, even if the movie does tend to 
drag a bit at one-hour and 44-minutes. 

The third feature film from directing 
team Scott McGehee and David Siegel 
(“The Deep End,” “Suture”) is, never- 
theless, an absorbing look at two inter- 
esting worlds — that of the spelling 
bee competitor and that of the seem- 
ingly idyllic American family. 

Although fans of Goldberg’s 
beloved novel will likely swarm to the 
film when it opens this month, they 
will just as likely buzz about how 
much the movie departs from the 

In the film, Saul is a professor in- 
stead of a cantor, and the family lives 
in California instead of in a town near 


Philadelphia. But the filmmakers, par- 
ticularly screenwriter Naomi Foner 
Gyllenhaal (“Running on Empty,” 
“Losing Isaiah”) do seem to respect the 
author’s material even if they some- 
times allow the mystical aspects of the 


story to eclipse what could have been 
an even more gripping family drama. 

"Bee Season , " directed by Scott 
McGehee and David Siegel, will be 
released in Brooklyn movie theaters 
on Nov. 18.

Public Access Television 
Under Attack 

by Lyell Davies and J.M. Rivera 

I f you turned in to Brooklyn Community Access Television 
(BCAT) at 8:59pm this past Monday, you would have found a 
dead-air "snowstorm." There were no technical difficulties: this was 
man-made snow - an example of what you might see if pending 
Congressional legislation that threatens the existence of public 
access goes through. 

For three decades, public access televi- 
sion has provided thousands of commu- 
nities around the nation with a place 
where ordinary people can make and 
cablecast media that matters to them, at 
litde or no cost. It's estimated that over 
1 .2 million people volunteer on a regular 
basis at public access TV stations. They 
make programming on every imaginable 
subject, from cultural issues to self-help 
programming for immigrants; from tar- 
geted programming for youth, seniors, 
and the disabled, to faith-based programs 






he richest marketplac 
of ideas in the nation - but three bills now 
in the House and Senate could effective- 
ly end public access television in 
America. If passed, the "Broadband 
Investment and Consumer Choice Act" 
(S.1504), proposed by Senators Ensign 
(R-Nevada) and McCain (R-Arizona), 
and Senate Bill S.1349 and House Bill 
H.R.3146 - known together as the 
"Video Choice Act of 2005" - would end 
or severely limit the operation of public, 
educational and governmental access tel- 
evision (PEG TV) nationwide. 

Around the country, local opposition 
has been rising to these bills. The United 
States Conference of Mayors has come 
out in opposition to them, as have The 
National League of Cities and the 
National Association of Telecommu- 
nication Officers and Advisors. 
Approximately twenty cities around the 
nation have proposed or passed local res- 
olutions in opposition to them. The 
Alli a nce for Community Media (ACM), 
a Washington-based national organiza- 
tion representing access television, has 
called for people nationwide to call or 
write their elected representatives to voice 
their opposition. 

ACM's Executive Director Anthony 
Riddle describes these bills as a "national 
video disenfranchisement act" that will 
"undo years of progress in connecting the 
people of our communities to important 
local institutions and services," describ- 
ing this as the most serious crisis facing 
access television in its thirty year history. 

Currently, a cable company wishing to 
do business within a municipality negoti-

ates a local franchise agreement - or rental 
fee - with the local government for using 
publicly-owned infrastructures or "right 
of way," like running cable under public 
streets. The franchise defines the rules 
for how the company can operate in the 
local community. In many municipali- 
ties, a part of the franchise fee is used to 
provide channel space on the cable 
system for PEG TV and to fund facilities, 
equipment and staff to operate public 
access TV stations, as well as help pay for 
such city services as health, education, 
improvements. 


say this would have many repercussions, 
including an end of local control of the 
media and of local accountability by 
video service companies. 

With no local franchises in operation, 
video service companies wouldn't have to 
talk to local communities about the 
services they provide, the prices they 
charge, how they respond to customer 
complaints, or about safety or engineering. 

Senator Ensign believes his bill will 

freeing companies of "cumbersome" 
regulation. However, access advocates 
observe that history has demonstrated 
that telecommunication deregulation 
leads to market monopolies by fewer and 
fewer companies, and that Senator 
Ensign's focus on companies and con- 
sumers overlooks the role public access 
and other PEG access TV stations play in 
informing, educating and allowing 
speech by all citizens. Access advocates 
also note that franchise monies support 
the production and cablecasting of thou- 
sands of hours of diverse non-commercial 
programming for all Americans, that 
protects free speech rights and provides 
communities with valuable media about 
local affairs. 

For example Brooklyn's public access 
TV channels - Brooklyn Community 
Access Television (BCAT) - viewers offer 
such diverse programs as The Adopting 
Teens & 'Tweens Show, a program about 
issues involving adoption of kids between 
the ages of 10 and 13; CMS & You,

produced by the staff of the Centers for 
Medicare and Medicaid Services to help 
New Yorkers navigate the health system; 
weekly programs like Reporter Roundtable 
and Brooklyn's Elected Officials, which 
explore issues of importance to 
Brooklynites; as well as programs in 
Spanish, Chinese, Creole, and Armenian, 
to note a few. In addition, BCAT 
self-produces programs like Brooklyn 
Review, Brooklyn's only news magazine; 
SportsTalk, which covers local sport 
teams; and the Neighborhood Beat series, 
offering an insiders look at the borough. 
These programs, and the many like them 
at access centers around the country, are 
an essential part of the public discourse 
and of advocacy for a more just and 
equitable society. Without public access 
television these voices will not be heard. 

No date has been set for a vote. As of 
early October, Ensign/McCain's S.1504 
and the "Video Choice Act of 2005 " have 
been referred to the Committee on 
Commerce, Science and Transportation. 
Insiders speculate that because of current 
focus on the Supreme Court and 
Hurricane Katrina these bills might not 
be voted on until late in the year or until 
early in 2006. However critics also warn 
that attempts could be made to quietly 
pass them before then. 

General agreement is that if communi- 
ty television is to survive, PEG advocates 
will have to be active in opposing these 
bills, and be vigilant about other damag- 
ing legislation in the future.

two areas that are being pro- 
posed ” Green said. 

“One is the rail yards, which 
is blight, and then the other part, 
which is made up of residential 
and commercial properties. That 
other part is not blight.” 

Throughout the hearing, 
speakers and members of the 
audience discussed the impor- 
tance of rigorous local oversight 
of eminent domain and the need 
to clarify the ambiguities of the 
term “blight.” 

Within a legal context of em- 
inent domain, "blight” describes 
an area composed of deteriorat- 
ing or obsolete structures. 

If an area is determined to 
be blighted the state is empow- 
ered to remove the offending 
structures, a muscle whose flex 
was broadened earlier this year 
when the U.S. Supreme Court 
judged in favor of the use of 
eminent domain by the city of 
New London, Conn., for the 
private development of a Pfizer 
office park. 

While in the Kelo v City of 
New London case, the city ar- 
gued that the Pfizer project 
would bring economic devel- 
opment, Forest City’s request 
that the state use its power 
hinges on a notion that Pros- 
pect Heights is “blight.” 

“I think the state will make 
its decision, unlike ‘Kelo,’ 
based on whether or not they 
believe this is a blighted area,” 
Forest City Executive Director 
Jim Stuckey said in a Nov. 3 
segment of “Newshour with 
Jim Lehrer,” echoing state- 
ments he made almost a year 
earlier at a public meeting at 
New York City College of 
Technology, Downtown. 


The state assembly convened 
the hearing, at 250 Broadway 
near City Hall, in effort to deter- 
mine if legislation could be en- 
acted to regulate New York’s 
use of eminent domain. 

Over six-hours of testimony 
was given by constitutional law 
experts; Atlantic Yards opponent 
Daniel Goldstein of Develop 
Don’t Destroy Brooklyn; the 
city’s corporation counsel, 
Michael Cardozo; and Scott 
Bullock, the attorney for New 
London property owner Susette 
Kelo. 

Assembly members have al- 
ready proposed several bills 
which, if passed into law, 
would limit the use of the 
state’s power of eminent do- 

Legislation sponsored by 
Westchester Democratic As- 
semblyman Richard Brodsky 
would mandate that local gov- 
ernments approve any exercise 
of eminent domain in their ju- 
risdiction. Under current rules, 
the Atlantic Yards project 
would largely avoid srutiny by 
the city government. 

In a separate bill sponsored 
by Green and Brodsky, pay- 
ment of 150 percent of the fair 
market value of a property 
would be mandated in eminent 
domain seizures done for eco- 
nomic development. 

Forest City is now believed 
to control most of the land 
within the project footprint, 
leaving 53 buildings under the 
threat of eminent domain. 

Of the properties that re- 
main, 35 house rental units, 
seven condos or co-ops, and 14 
commercial spaces, according 
to Forest City spokeswoman 
Lupe Todd.

In his testimony, Goldstein es- 
timated 800 residents and 35 
businesses would be displaced 
under Forest City’s plan. 

He referred to Prospect 
Heights as “one of the most de- 
sirable locations to live in Brook- 
lyn,” in a written transcript of his 
testimony. 

In an e-mail following the 
Nov. 4 hearing, Todd described 
the neighborhood within the pro- 
ject’s footprint as “comprised of 
empty lots, gas stations, auto re- 
pair shops, underutilized or va- 
cant industrial and manufacturing 
buildings and some residential 
buildings.” 

Eminent domain cases are fre- 
quently underpinned by the argu- 
ment that development will clean 
up old eyesores. 

“In general, the New York 
courts have been fairly casual in 
their oversight of “blight” deter- 
minations by local authorities,” 
said Thomas W, Merrill, a Co- 
lumbia University Law Professor 
who has argued the legitimacy of 
using eminent domain for a pub- 
lic arena. 

“Forest City Ratner argued 
that the property now being used 
for the New York Times building 
[near 42nd Street on Manhatan’s 
Westside] was blighted even 
though there were existing build- 
ings and businesses there,” said 
David Reiss, a Brooklyn Law 
School professor who writes 
about eminent domain. “The case 
for the Atlantic rail yards area ap- 
pears even stronger because there 
is even less economic activity at 
that location.” 

Under the State Environmen- 
tal Quality Review Act (SEQRA) 
that guides state development 
projects such as Forest City’s, the 
eminent domain process is 
scheduled to begin in April, leav- 
ing a narrow window for legisla- 

“1 want to put in stricter defi- 
nition of blight and some lan- 
guage that will allow for en- 
hanced reciprocity. Clearly I am 
going to fight to have my bill,” 
he said, adding that the process 
was likely to be lengthy and 
checkered with time-consuming 
political skirmishes. 

Green said, “At this time I 
don’t think [state legislation] will 
have direct impact on the Nets 
Arena project. I think any projects 
that are proposed after the Nets 
project will be viewed different,” 

“If legislation moves forward, 
it could be a race against time,” 
said Goldstein.

discovered benzene, a carcino- 
genic by-product of gas manu- 
facturing, in the soil and 
groundwater beneath the site. 

The toxin may be moving 
with the plume. 

“It’s light and is known to 
travel,” said Basil Seggos, 
lead investigator for the River- 
keeper, an environmental 
watchdog. 

Chronic exposure to ben- 
zene can cause damage to un- 
born children and, if ingested, 
it ranks as a “moderate” toxin, 
according to an EPA web site. 

“The samples [being taken 
now] from the Gowanus will 
determine what the impact [of 
the damage] is and how far it 
extends,” said Parisi. 

In the 1990 study, research- 
ers concluded that the site had 
seen significant illegal dump- 
ing of waste, toxic and other- 

Since Keyspan began re- 
mediation on the site in 2002, 
the New York State Depart- 
ment of Environmental Con- 
servation has overseen several 
rounds of testing. 

In a presentation before 
Community Board 6 in Au- 
gust, 2005, Keyspan confirm- 
ed that their research had 
shown damage beyond the 
boundaries of the former gas 
plant and stated that they be- 
lieved the toxic water to be 
migrating to the north and the

‘depends what you’re grow- 
in,”’ said Thomas Chardav- 
oyne, executive director of 
the Gowanus Canal Redevel- 
opment Corporation, a non- 
profit group working to clean 
the canal and build mixed use 
development along it. 

While half of the site in- 
cluded in the Keyspan reme- 
diation is owned by the city, 
the other half split between an 
active concrete plant, a ware- 
house, and a trucking facility. 

As canal-side apartments 
and condos continue to spring 
up, some worry that not 
enough will be done to make 
sure the underground stream 
is fully understood before peo- 
ple begin living atop it. 

“They don’t know exactly 
where it is or what damage it 
can do,” said Bette Stoltz, 
President of South Brooklyn 
Local Development Corpora- 
tion. “The big concern for us 
is the health of the people who 
buy these new lofts without 
knowing what’s under them.” 

“I never heard about any of 
this,” said Richard Feifer, who 
recently bought a building a 
block to the north of the site 
with plans to turn it into con- 

Feifer said that no prob- 
lems with the land surfaced in 
a basic soil sample he had 
done through a private con- 
sultant before making his pur- 
chase. 

But last week, CB6 wrote a

er monitoring of development 
along the banks of the neigh- 
borhood’s famously polluted 
canal. 

“The issue here is that it is 
still unknown to what degree 
contaminates have migrated 
off the power site and to what 
degree other property is af- 
fected by the containments,” 
said CB6 district manager 
Craig Hammerman. “That is 
subject of an on-going inves- 
tigation and should be watch- 
ed.” 

North of the Gowanus at 
Newtown Creek in Green- 
point, an oil spill that hap- 
pened 50 years ago has been 
linked to a plume now detect- 
ed to be moving beneath peo- 
ple’s homes. 

Benzene is one of the dan- 
gerous materials moving in 
the Greenpoint plume. 

“It’s wafting up from the 
soil into people’s backyards,” 
said Seggos, the investigator 
working on plume-related 
lawsuits. “I have no idea whe- 
ther it is the same kind of 
thing in the Gowanus.”

the building after he discovered that the former dental facility 
was to be converted into residences. 

“All that mercury went right down the sinks into the pipes and 
the sub-flooring,” he said, “I worry about pregnant mothers liv- 
ing there.” 

To help resolve the problem, Dermot Co. plans to replace the 
building’s plumbing. 

“Everything will be 100 percent new,” promised Andrew Mac- 
Arthur, a spokesman at the Dermot Company. 

“[The DOH] recommends that we do another check before we 
[put in condos] and we’ll do that too,” he said, “You don’t con- 
vert dental offices every day.” 

In 2002, Governor Pataki tightened restrictions on dental use 
of mercury and, with the Department of Environmental Conser- 
vation, created new regula- 
tions for the recycling and dis- 
posal of dental mercury waste. 

Dentists no longer use ele- 
mental mercury, which has 
been found to cause birth de- 
fects and cause neurological 
damage, in tooth fillings, sub- 
stituting the silver metal with 
another amalgam. 

Vapor levels discovered in 
the building were not high 
enough to warrant any special 
cleanup. 

“Frankly, the mercury in 
the building isn’t that surpris- 
ing,” said Robert Goldberger, 
an endodontist who has been 
in practice on the 15 th floor of 
the building for past 19 years. 

“I am more concerned 
about the asbestos in the walls 
then the mercury vapors,” he 
added. 

In the June report of air 
samplings at the tower, the 
DEP stated that no mercury 
levels were detected. On Nov. 

4, the DOH issued a more ex- 
tensive report that showed the 
high mercury vapor levels. 

Public health officials say 
the toxic metal will linger if 
not cleaned properly. 

“Generally speaking, it’s 
not easy to remediate mercu- 
ry,” Anthony Carpi, an envi- 
ronmental toxicologist at John 
Jay College of Criminal Jus- 
tice told the Daily News.

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Nets coach fined after Miami heat 

25G penalty 
for failing to 
leave court

The coach of the Brook- 
lyn-bound New Jersey Nets, 
Lawrence Frank, was fined 
$25,000 by the NBA on 
Wednesday for failing to 
leave the court in a timely 
matter after Monday’s loss 
at Miami. 

Frank was also cited for 
verbal abuse of a game official 
by Stu Jackson, the NBA’s 
senior vice president of basket- 
ball operations. 

Frank was upset that Jason 
Kidd was called for a foul with 

5.2 seconds left, and Dwyane 
Wade made a free throw to 
give the Heat a 90-89 lead. 
Frank then thought Wade foul- 
ed Vince Carter at the buzzer, 
and ran halfway across the court 
to plead his case. 

Before Wednesday night’s 
game against Utah, Frank was 
mum about the NBA’s deci- 
sion to fine him. 

“That’s yesterday’s news. 
We turn the page,” he said.

Raptors 92

Jason Kidd didn’t think 
Richard Jefferson could shoot 
when he entered the NBA four 
years ago. He does now. 

Jefferson had 35 points and 
1 1 rebounds to lead the Nets to 
a 102-92 victory over the 
Toronto Raptors in Toronto. 

“He couldn’t shoot from five 
feet. Everything was a dunk,” 
Kidd said. 

‘That’s not disrespecting 
him, but he’s put in the time and 
effort in the gym and he show- 
cased that again tonight, and 
he’s going to showcase it 
throughout the season.”

Jefferson’s two free throws 
with 52 seconds left in the first 


half gave the Nets a 17-point 
lead. 

“Richard Jefferson had a phe- 
nomenal game,” said Tomoto’s 
Jalen Rose. “He was attacking 
the basket and knocking down 

Kidd’s driving layup gave

With Vince Carter often dou- 
bled-teamed, Jefferson went 5- 
for-8 from behind the 3-point 
arc.
